Senator Stanley Introduces Bill 
to Compel Proof of Guilt 
Before Publication. 











MORE INJUSTICE SEEN HERE 


Additional Instances Revealed 
of Men Stigmatized Who Served 
With Honor to Nation.

, WASHINGTON, May 20.—A bill di- 
recting the Secretary of War to suspend 
further publication of the so-called 
“slacker. lists,” or of any name or 
names appearing on those lists, unless 
it. be conclusively proved beforehand 
that the person. o> persons named wil- 
fully deserted after having been duly 
ordered to report for duty, was intro- 
duced in the Senate ‘today by Senator 
Stanley of Kentucky. The bill was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Naval Af- 
fairs, but there is no indication of its 
immediate consideration by that com- 
mittee. 

Names of men listed on the “ slacker 
lists,’ as now being published in some’ 
newspapers, could not, under the provi- 
sions of the Stanley bill, be made pub- 
lic by the War Department when the 
proof is not sufficient that these’ men 
*‘ did not voluntarily énlist and serve 
during the war in either the army, the 
navy or the marine corps, or in the 
military and naval service of our co- 
belligerents, or in some welfare associa- 
tion which was: diréctly connected with 
and functioned under the supervision of 
the armed forces of the United States.’”’ 

The bill further stipulates that the 
draft record of any man who registered 
for service which ‘‘only discloses that the 
particular registrant failed to report to 
his loeal board for entrainment when 
directed to do so, who failed to entrain, 
er who absented himself en route to a 
mobilization camp as provided in Sec- 
tion 157 of the Selective Service Regula- 
tions,’’ or who failed to comply with the 
induction order of the Adjutant Gen- 
eral of a. State, ‘‘ shall not alone be 
sufficient to justify the publication of 
the name of such registrant by the Sec- 
retary of War.”’ : 


No Protection for Guilty. 


It is expressly stipulated, however, 
that nothing in the bill shall be con- 
strued to prevent the publication of 
the name of any man, or men, against 
whom the evidence is conclusive that he 
or they willfully failed to obey the en- 
trainment instruction of the draft 
boards, or the induction order-of the 
Adjutant General of a State, and who 
did so “for the purpose of évading or 
did thus evade service in the land or 
naval forees of the United States.” 

Secretary of War Weeks said today, in 
reply to an inquiry, that he intended to 
eontinue the giving out. for publication 
of the so-called draft desertion lists. 

‘(he more the lists are published,” 
gaid Secretary Weeks, ‘‘the better I am 
pleased. More than 40,000 names have 
now been given out for publication. 
There have been only five real cases 
where it has been demonstrated that the 
men had any right to complain over the 
inclusion of their names in the list.’’ 

The War Department issued a state- 
ment challenging a newapaper report 
that John T. O'Neil of Buffalo, who 
served honorably overseas, had been 
named. in the Nst of draft deserters. 
* According to a recent, newspaper re- 
port,” the department's statement read, 
‘‘ which was given wide publicity, there 

appeared on the list of registrants of 
one of the local boards of Buffalo, .N. 
Y., who stand charged with; on the of- 
ficial records, desertion from the draft, 
the name of John T. O'Neil.

{State Trodbers: Charge -Crowd 


at Union: Station After Man 
Is Shot in mt 


MORE TROOPERS SUMMONED 


Strikers Try te Take Prisoner 
From Police as Torpedoes 
Give Signal for Disorder. 


MAYOR’S OFFICE STONED 


He Hopes Call for Militia Will Be 
Unnecessary—Major Chandler 
Takes Charge Today.

ALBANY, May 20.—As a result of 
further rioting here tonight in the 
trolley strike, it is likely that additional 
State troops will be called to Albany to 
preserve order. There were several 
riots, during which one man was shot, 
several others were laid low by the 
clubs of State troopers and policemen 
and much damage was done to trolley 
cars. After 10 o'clock all trolley service 
was abandoned and the partly wrecked 
cars were taken to the barns under 
guard of State troopers. 

The worst riot occured in front of the 
Albany Club in State Street. As a car 
went up the hill, it exploded several 
railroad torpedoes. This was the signal 
for general disorder. The motorman 


put on speed, but in front of the Ten 


Eyck Hotel a man ran behind the car 
and pulled off the trolley rope. As he 
did so a policeman arrested him. 

The crowd then tried to take the 
prisoner from the officer. To add to 
the excitement the crowd stoned the car 
hill at high speed, but the motorman 
lost control of it. It dashed down the 
hill at high speed but the motorman 
elung to his brakes and stopped the car 
before it turned into Broadway. 

Meanwhile, a dozen policemen and a 
number of troopers: cleared the ‘way to 
the station where the prisoner was 
locked. up, 

Albanians, angered by the attempt of 
the police to bar jitneys from the street 
took this method of showing their oppo- 
sition. Thus;| far about 50 jitney 
drivers have been arrested and their 
license plates confiscated. More than 
150 arrests have been made in an at- 
tempt to stop the jitneys from com- 
peting with the United Traction Com- 
pany. 

While half a dozen State troopers 
were patroling near the Union Station 


itonight some one in the crowd fired a 


shot which struck Garry Bohl in the 
leg. He was removed to a hospital. 
State troopers charged the crowd and 
broke many heads. In yarious parts 
of the city smaller’ riots broke out. 
All was quiet’ during the day and the 
cars were well patronized, but as dark- 
ness came on trouble broke out. Some- 
time last night the windows of Mayor 


Watts’s office in the City Hall were 
amashed. 

Tonight the City Hall was guarded by 
policemen, but notwithstanding this a 
dozen cars were stoned near it. 

About a hundred State troopers are on 
duty tonight and word has been sent to 
all the barracks to rush every available 
man here by noon tomorrow. At least 
two hundred troopers are expected. 

Mayor Watt and Captain George P, 
Dutton of. the State Police coniterred 
tonight. Neither would discuss what 

eccurred at the conference, but Mayor 
Watt said later he hoped the presence

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| Peace ‘Resolution, Retaueld & hoa ete | q 
Merely Declares the War to Be Ended i Hi 





WASHINGTON, May 20—The draft of 
the peace resolution terminating the 
state of war between this country and 
Germany has been compléted by. Chair- 
man Porter of the House Ways and 
Means Committee and will be considered 
by. the Republican members of that body 
tomorrow. morning. ‘This is the first 
step in. considering the resolution, re- 
sulting from the conversation Mr, Por- 
ter had with President Harding yester- 
day. 

As. drawn by Chairman Porter, the 
resolution, uhlike the Knox. resolution, 
passed by the Senate, does not contain 
any clause repealing the declaration of 
war against. Germany, passed by Con- 
gress in, April, 1917... Mr. Porter takes 
the ground ‘that this would not be just 
te the United States, and that a simple 
declaration that the war is at an end 
would be sufficient. 

The resolution as-it now stands con- 
tains a positive declaration that Ameri- 
can rights will not be affected by its 
passage. These will stand as they are 
until a vig Ma is signed between that

MAN AND WOMAN DIE 
IN AIRPLANES CRASH 


John Brady Started Wife on Trip 
With William Coates, an 
Ex-Army Flyer. 


DIED IN HIS TENTH ACCIDENT 


Bride of a Year Decided to Try 
Flight “Just Once" Because 
of Husband’s Enthusiasm. 


William Coates ex-army flier, and @ 
woman passenger were killed in a 2,000- 
foot nose dive at Preakness, N. J., yea- 


Coates’s ‘plane crumpled in mid-air. The 
woman was Mrs. John Brady of Pater- 
‘pon, bride of less than a year. Her 
Rusband, an Internal Revenue Agent in 
Newark, living at 15 Ryle Avenue, 
Patersén, missed only by seconds_ the 
end of ‘the fatal flight on which he had 
gaily. gped’ his wife but a few minutes 
earlier: Brady reached the spot where 
his wife’and close friend had been flung 
from the misshapen wreckage of their 
craft in time to take Mrs. Brady in his 
arms and beg her to speak to him. His 
pleading was in vain, both had died in- 
stantly. 

Coates, whose home was in Harring- 
ton, Del., was chief flying instructor at 
Roosevelt Field in wartime. Officers 
there still remember him as a venture- 
some, but cool-headed and deft pilot. 
His last accident was his tenth. In De- 
cember he dropped a: thousand feet in 
a crippled monoplane, escaping with a 
broken leg from which he was still limp- 
ing when he started his flight yesterday. 
In July 1920 he dropped 3,000 feet with 
a passenger into the pines at Monticello, 
N.'.Y., and both he and the passenger 
were unscathed. The flight that was to 
be his last was the first for Mrs. Brady 

Brady was an enthusiastic flight fan. 
He frequently had been up with Coates, 
and at last his young wife became fired 
with the desire to see what it was like 
‘Just once.”’ Coates had been making 
regular flights with passengers from the

under the direction of Nicholas Schoen- 
dorfer. It was late yesterday -after- 
noon when he came down after taking up 
a, photographer, who made pictures of 
Andrea Peyre doing stunts from. an- 
other airplane. The little crowd which 
had watched the woman’s thrilling per- 
formance melted away. but Coates 
found that Brady had arrived in his 
automobile, bringing his wife for a 
flight. 
Mrs. Brady Courageous. 

Coates consented and climbed into the 
two-seated, single-engined Curtiss bi- 
plane. Mrs, Brady was made snug ih 
the passenger’s seat, and John Otter, 
the flier’s mechanic, spun the propelle-. 
As Coates raced and slowed his engine 
to make sure all was well, he and 
Brady chaffed the young woman, who 
took “it all in good part, insisting that 
she was not afraid. 

A. few loungers on the porches. of 
nearby cottages gazed at the receding 
automobile, ‘then at the droning craft, 
now 2,000 feet in the air. They saw 
Coates sail lazily away toward Paterson, 
then come circling back.. Then. they 
saw him loop the loop a time or two, 
but that was a familiar sight, and they 
took little interest. 

Suddenly every watcher stiffened into 
tense anxiety. They saw, first, the 
right.. wing obliterated, as if it had been 
swiftly folded to the fuselage.

MINGO FEUD ZONE 
UNDER MARTIAL LAW 


Governor Morgan  Proclainis 
County in. Insurrection—-Adju- 
tant General in Command. 


RENEWED FIRE WOUNDS ONE 


Vigilantes Get Arms—Kentucky 
Promises Armored Car——Union 
Seeks Federal Mediation.

‘WILLIAMSON, W. Va., May 20.— 
Mingo County ‘has been declared in a 
state of insurrection and martial law has 
‘been ‘put Into effect through a procla-® 
mation issue@ this afternoon by Gov- 
ernor Morgan‘ of West Virginia. Ad- 
jutant General Thomas B. Davis’ arrived 
here this afternoon, and bearing the 
Governor’s mandate under executive des- 
ignation took supreme command of the 
campaign to restore a reign of law in 
this riot-stricken region. 

Governor ’ Morgan's action was hailed 
with great satisfaction by the coal op- 
erators, who have béen urging some 
such step for a long time, and bythe 
peaceful inhabitants. of Mingo County 
generally. Officials of the United Mine 
Workers who aré here leading the for- 
lorn hope the strike by this time has ‘be- 
come scoffed at it as an unnecessary 
move which would play ‘directly into 
the hands of the ‘‘ coal Barons.’’ 

The language of the Governor’s préc- 
lamation leaves some leeway to those 
who are to establish the military régime. 
It does not contemplate any steps cf 
undue harshness in énforcement of mar- 
tial law, the writ of habeas corpus is 
not suspended and it is especially or- 
dered in the proclamation that the civil 
courts shall continue to function. 


Orders of the Proclamation. 


In its preamble the proclamation de- 
clares that ‘‘ a state of war, insurrection 


1and rioting ’’ has existed in Mingo Coun- 


ty for some time. Large bodies of armed 
men, it continues, “have assembled in 
the mountains of Mingo County,’ fired 
into and shot up public and other build- 
ings, fired into passenger trains, taken 
lives and destroyed much property,’ as 
@ result of which ‘‘ riot and bloodshed 
is still rampant and pending, while local 
Judges, Sheriffs and prosecuting attor- 
neys have been and are powerless to 
enforce the laws of the State and have 
so declared.’’ 

The proclamation prohibits the carry- 
ing or keeping of arms; ammunition and 
explosives, except in their homes, by any 
oné except the municipal, State and Fed- 
eral authorities and militia, troops, police 
and other officers of the law. 

It suspends all public gathérings or 
parades without special permit from the 
authorities. It provides- that any person 
interfering with the right or property of 
citizens in Mingo County shall be ‘‘ ar. 
rested, detained and imprisoned.” 

The same consequences, ‘under the lan- 
guage of the proclamation, will, result 
from any’ failure to comply with the 
letter or spirit of the proclamation or: i 
the civil law. 

Forbidden possession of arms, ammu- 
nition or explosives is declared. & prison 
offense. Publication or circulation of 
any printed or written matter reflecting 
in. any way upon the United States Goy- 
ernment or the Government of the State 
or upon Federal and State. officials is 
also made cause for imprisonment. ‘The 
language of Section 6 in the proclama- {+ 
tion is construed here as opening a way 
for the arrest and possible deportation 
of the strike leaders.

“The obligations and rights of Mex- 
ico, as of any othér country. in the 
world, are positively determined by in- 
ternational law since Mexico is an au- 
tonomous State, forming a part of the 
s|world of nations, Mexico is not’ a new 
State, her rights cannot be doubted as a 
sovereign country. Mexico will evade 
none of her obligations, accepting, more- 


ation. 

‘* The acceptance and signing of.a con- 
vention to obtain -récognition by the 
United States would be equal to placing 
in doubt the rights. that Mexico has to

President Obregon added ‘that he had 
confidence that the facts would be con- 
sidered at their true wortn by the ete, 
men’ of America, “ putting an énd to 
wrong and unjust interpretations that 
are happily disappearing.”’

Chief Need Is Exchange of Informa- 
tion With Consular Agents Abroad, 
Says Commissioner General. 


WASHINGTON, May 20.—Immigration 
Bureau officials began putting into final 
shape today plans for enforcing the re- 


by President Harding and which be- 
comes effective on June 3. 

Commissioner General Husband said 
the chief aah was. the development 
of a system of exchange of informa- 
tien between. Government - representa- 
tives at home and abroad regarding the 
prime immigrants entering the 
untry, A coninlote interchange of 
per information would be necessary to, 
prevent more than the legal number 
from entéring from any one country. 

Explaining the difficulties of the sit- 
uation, Mr. Husband said the emigrants 
of individual’ countries sailed from many. 
European ports and that there would 
have to be a full exchange of informa- 
tion among Consular officers abroad as 
to the number of passports viséd from 
each country. 

The entry of immigrants through Can- 
ada would-present another problem, he 
said, as the Canadian ports were used 
through an international agreement as 
ports of éntry. Aliens who had lived 
in Canada less than a year and who 
came to the United .States would be 
charged against the quota of the coun- 
try from. which they entered Canada. 
Many of these immigrants, it was ex- 
plained, would bear passports viséd- by 
thelr officials abroad and it would be 
necessary to transmit information as 
to these immigrants to the erican 
Consular officers abroad. 

Sincey the United States has no im: 
migration arrangements with Mexico, 
Commissioner Husband said he looked 
for a situation to arise that might re- 
quire additional safeguards on that bor- 
der to prevent smuggling. Since the 
prospects of restrictea immigration into 
the United States became pronounced, 
large numbers of aliens had been land- 
ing at Vera Cruz, the Commissioner 
General said, and many of them had 
been found in this country without legal 
authority. 

Mr. Husband expects keen competi- 
tion to develop among shipping lines for 
the. transportation of ihe immigration 
quotas and he predicted that the whole 
number of immigrants allowed by the 
new law to come into this country would 
be here in less than five months.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., May 20.— 
Seashore Spring fever touched a notable 
victim down at the National Stadium 
grounds today. For the first time since 
he engaged in really active training, 
Jack Dempsey allowed the weather to 
slow him up’ and his only work was a 
very few rounds of light boxing in the 
open during the afternoon. The heavy- 
weight champion was out early for the 
long trudge on which he begins his daily 
work, but was back early and spent 
most of the morning on the porches of 
the house within the stadium enclosure, 
where he makes his living quarters. 

Dempsey had to call on older men at 
the camp for particulars about Sullivan, 
whose star as a ring IHght had waned 
before Dempsey came into international 
fame by beating :Jess Willard. Jack 
was highly amused at some of the tales 
told of the old-time Sullivan and of 
Mike (Twin) Sullivan, the lightweight 
of other days. Jack grinned when in- 
formed that Jack (Twin) was the real 
inventor of the pompadour, highly fa- 
vored as a hirsute style with fighters 
who haye the necessary kind of hair Yor 
that purpose. - 

Members of the Dempsey outfit believe 
that they may change their plans about 
starting Jack at exhibition work for the 
gate money tomorrow. The sudden ar- 
rival of summery weather, which. sent 
the_temperature up close to the eighties 
in the sun today, may force the cham- 
pion to do a few more days of his pres- 
ent light training before he enters the 
exhibition arena. For when he goes into 
the arena he expects te do some real 
work and might extend himself beyond 
the proper degree for absolute training 
safety. Jack himself is chiefly respon- 
sible for the decision to keep strong at 
any cost with a view to being husky 
enough to stand really hard gruelling 
during the last few days of June, and is 
reported to be rather stubborn in his in- 
sistence that every precaution shall be 
taken against his possibly going stale. 

Today was the first time that Demp- 
ey has’ complained to~his trainers about 
being forced to entertain company. From 
now on, except during. his exhibition 
bouts, he will insist on pretty close 
seclusion. 

Jack Kearns and Warren Brown are 
issuing bulletins on Dempsey’s condi- 
tion and the details of his training 
bouts. It may be that in spite of dec- 
larations to the contrary the Dempsey 
camp may take a leaf from the Carpen- 
tier book and sacrifice publicity to main- 
tain secrecy about their plans for the 
champion in the ring.

HAINES RESIGNS CAPTAINCY. 


Star of Penn State Team Admits He 
Has Played Professional Ball. 


STATE COLLEGE, Pa., May 20.— 
“Hinkie’’ Haines today resigned the 
Captaincy of the Pennsylvania State 
College’ baseball team, because of the 
protest filed’ by the University of Pitts- 
burgh, which recently made charges 
that he had been a professional. 

In a signed statement Haines admitted 
having played for a short time in 1918 
in the Virginia League under the name 
of Hinkie. He said he did not know 
that having done this made him ineligi- 
ble or that he had violated the athletic 
code of ethics by not mentioning it. He 
added that the State College authorities 
had no previous knowledge of his short 
professional career.

RAILWAY COLLECTIVE BARGAIN- 
ING. . 
Spokesmen for railway unions say 
that if the Labor Board reduces wages 
more than they like they will. fight 
‘until the last dog is hung.” The 
most favorable interpretation is that 


the: unions will litigate the board’s 
schedyle of wages. Possibly the unions 


will strike against wage ‘reductions 
which are excessive in their opinion 
until many—if not ‘‘ the last ”—rail- 


of railway facilities are in distréss for 
lack of what the railways cannot supply 
unless they are growing rather. thar 
slowly starving to incapacity. That 
‘would be a calamity for the country 
exceeding even the underpayment of 
2,000,000 railway workers, which itself 
is something to be averted at any 
practicable cost and in any reasonable 
manner. In allowing an interval -be- 
fore announcing details of its decision 
to readjust wages downward the Labor 
Board seems to have designed that the 
parties in interest should take counsel 
together and reach an understanding 
within the board’s approval which 
might take the place of an edict. 
A’sign that something of that nature 
was in the mind of the Labor Board 
is implicit in its ruling that. its. deci- 
sion. annulling the national ‘‘.agree- 
ments ” between the railways and the 
unions:on July 1, when the wage re- 
auctions also take effect, contains 
nothing preventing ““ the railroads and 
‘* the workers from. entering ‘into re- 
** gional or any other form of agree- 
“ment they may choose.” Of course, 
the board's sixteen principles must be 
observed, for they declare only uni- 
versal rules of conduct which ought to 
be effective always, everywhere, under 
all conditions. With that reservation 
it seems that the board is under self- 
compulsion to adopt wage agreements 
of that sort with either single roads or 
groups of roads, where the, employers 
and employés agree regarding ‘condi- | 
tions of employment. That would be 
a golden bridge out of the wage 
trouble. 

Railway wages” wrost come down 
because of a power’ superior to either 
‘thé. board or the railways.: Not the 
board nor the Presidents order the 
reduction of wages, but. the universal 
economic situation. Even a large part 
of the world is involved in our costs 
of production and power of export as 
well as domestic distribution. ‘That is 
the underlying question and there is 
still a precious fortnight within which 
reason may prevail. Ifthe unions are 
reasonable, they will recognize that it 
cannot be left to them alone to. decide 
how much wages must be reduced or 
what work they shall do for their 
wages. , Also, it is equally undesirable 
that the raflway managers should 
name a wage and the men accept it 
under protest, or-resist it. Both must 
gee that the board will reduve wages in 
its own manner if they do not reach 
an understanding, That creates a 
situation in which collective hargain- 
ing can proceed to best advantage.

PAYROLL ROBBERIES. 

Customers of New York banks are 
more interested than the banks them- 
selves in the notice from the Super- 
intendent of Banks that it is contrary 
to law for banks to transact business 
except in their “* usual place of: busi- 
ness.” When it was the policy of the 
State that there should be no branch’ 
banking there was reason or even ne- 
cessity for such a rule. But when the 
lawmakers reconsidered the policy and 
authorized branch banking at as miany 
places of business as the banks con- 
sidered desirable, the reason for the 
law failed, and it-would seem that.the 
law might be: allowed to fail into 
innocuous desuetude until in due 
course of time it should be repealed. 
It is understood that the reason for 
the revival of the law is that the 
banks have been too efficient.in find- 
ing ways to serve their clients to suit 
the officials.¢ ; 

The particular complaint of the of- 
ficials is that the banks, or some: of 
the best of them, have served their 
customers by collecting deposits and 
making: payment of checks at other 
places ‘than under their roofs. »Every 
day depositors make deposits of cash 
from retail sales in- particular, and 
every week large amounts of cash are 
withdrawn from banks for payroll 
payments. There is seldom a day 
when the news does not include cases 
of highway robbery, often accom- 
panied by gunfights and sometimes by 
murder, due to knowledge of the times 
and persons in charge of. cash. going 
to or coming from banks on this daily 
or’ weekly errand.” This is the busi- 
ness of the banks as well as of thé de- | « 
positors, arid the banks are ‘much 
better fitted to do it. than ‘the depos- 
itors.

EMBARRASSING ‘THE ADMINIS.

‘Right. on the: heels of. the Republican 
attack upon Mr. Bua of that State, 
nominated as Commissioner of In-' 
ternal Revenue, comes the filing .of 
violent - objections: to another North 
Carolinian, Mr. Frank Linney. - He 
was named by the President as Fed- 
eral District Attorney. In last year’s 
campaign he was Chairman of the Re- 
publican State Committee, and in that 
capacity issued an appéal to the wo- 
men of North’ Carolina, Ih it he urged 
them net‘ to believe the reports that 
the Republicans were trying to ‘‘ or- 
‘* ganize the negro women to the end 
* that they may be voted at the com- 
‘mg election.” Mr. LINNEY pledged 
a ‘strictly white Government.’’ He 
pio assured. ‘‘ the good women of the 
‘ State that in the future the Repub- 
*“lican Party’s policy ‘will be to let the

THE HEART OF UNIONISM. , 
It is “possible that the picture of mod- 
ern unionism ‘in ‘* American Mechah- 
ic’s ’’ letter to Justice VAN SICLEN is 
overdrawn, but it explains much that 
is. otherwise inexplicable in current 
news. It is, moreover, quite in line 
with what many skilled workmen are 
saying whose opinion, for obvious. rea- 
sons, seldom finds its way into print. 
Many unions are, in effect, close 
‘corporations. ‘* Thirty’ years ago any 
good boy; could learn a’ trade.’’ < But 
the same motives that haye dictated 
limitations to the efficiency of labor, 
have dictated also a limitation of the 
supply of laborers. Today the unions 
** control apprenticeships,” and those 
in authority impose “ every. obstacle 
that can keep boys out.’’ The writer 
of the letter. paid an initiation fee. of 
$250. That is less by half than what

The Poles, on the other hand, 
did not have the means to organize any 
such voting. expeditions. from among 
the many Poles ‘In this: country whose 
homes weré formerly’ in Upper Silesia. 

France desires Poland to be self-reliant 
in order to be able to uphold her lib- 
erties, in constant danger from her sinis- 
ter neighbors tothe east and to the 
west—the Soviet power of Russia and 
the power of German big business, the 
power of Stinnes, Thyssen, Krupp. and 
the financial magnatés controlling the 
Deutsche Bank and other great financial 
institutions of Germany. In order that 
Poland shall be self-reliant the mining 
and industrial regions of Upper Silesia 
should be in her ‘hands.

WANTS MORE EVIDENCE 
tabs May Not Go to Local Grand 
Jury-—Prisoner Denles Knowl- 
edge of Wall St. Explosion. 


Through an inquiry started yesterday 
by Assistant District Attorney Benedict 
D. Dineen into the alleged connection 
of Giuseppi de Filippos, the Bayonne 
suspect, with the Wall Street. explosion 
on Sept. 16 last, the identity of the 
remaining three persons who are said 
to have recognized de Filippos.as the 
driver of the bomb wagon, was re- 
vealed. 

“On Thursday it was learned that 
Thomas J. Smith, formerly a Lieuten- 
ant in the Fire Department and at 
present an employe of the Liverpool 
and London and Globe Insurance Com- 
pany, and Raymond Clark, foreman for 
Albert A. Volk, a house wrecker, had 
seen de Filippos in the Bayonne Police 
Headquarters and that Smith had _ posi- 


tively identified him as one of two men 
he.saw standing beside the bomb wagon 
a few minutes before the explosion.

BOYS FIND A BOMB; 
ONE KILLED, 4 HURT 


They Set Off an Aerial Piece 
That Had Missed Fire at 
Society’s Celebration. 


“DUD” IS PUT INTQ TIN CAN 


Lads Gather Around When Fuse is 
Lighted and Are Terribly 
Injured by Explosion. 


Five boys found an aerial bomb yes- 
terday which had been left in a lot in 
West New York on Thursday night after 
a celebration and exhibition of tire- 
works by the St. Joseph’s Society. They 
put it in a tin can and lighted the fuse, 
and when it exploded one boy was killed 
and the/other four badly injured: 

The célebration was on the day of the 
feast of St. Joseph, and hundreds of 
Italians living in West New York got up 
@ parade and had music and made 
merry during the afternoon. In the 
evening they went to some vacant lots 
at Eleventh and Jefferson Streets and 
watched skyrockets and candles and 
brilliant set-pieces. From time to time 
@ big bomb would shoot up from a mor- 
tar and explode overhead with a crack 
like that of a small fieldpiece. , When 
this happened children would duck their 
heads, and even grownups would jump 


a little. 
Yesterday the boys went kicking about 
up empty man 


over the lot, pickin 
candle tubes and o er charred bits of 
wood and paper, looking for sonigehing 
to play with. They found the bom 
almost concealed in the grass. It was a 
round grenade, the kind that is shot 
from a kind of stove pipe mortar. It 
was Meeer than a croquet ball and filled 
with black powder. 

The boys were excited by their find. 
They saw there was a short fuse, and 
set about getting ready to produce as 
much noise with their on¢ bomb as they 
could get. The traditional way to get 
more noise out’ of a firecracker is to 
i it in a tin can or barrel, and finally 

e boys found a big can large enough 
to hold the black, round bo 
placed the bomb in it.

competition as to 
who should have the distinction of set- 
ting it off, and James Fallon Jr, 12 
years old, of Tenth and Jackson Streets, 
won the right to light the short fuse 
with a match. It cost him his life. 
After he had touched the fuse and it 
had sputtered into action, the boys 
gathered about to see what would hap- 
pen. They did-not ess the destruc- 
tive power in the black ball. James 
stood almost over the bomb. 

hen the explosion came it hurled 
them all to the grotind, and Jamés did 
not get up again. Pieces of the tin 
were driven into his body, and the ex- 

osion was so heavy that it tore his 
Biay open, shattered his legs, and al- 
most blew off his arms. The other 
boys lay near, screaming with the Bn 
of their wounds and burns. ir 
clothes were partly torn and partly 
burned off. 

Passersby who. heard: the explosion ran 
up, and an ambulance was called from 
North Hudson Hospital.. The Fallon 
boy died a few minutes after_being 
taken there. The oldest bor. Walter 
Berger, 16, of 506 Jackson Street, was 
badly burned, and a piece of tin from 
the can in which the bomb was placed, 
nearly tore off his left ear. . r. 
Ash, a specialist, was called in by the 
hospital physicians to examine Walter, 


and he said that a piece of the tin had. 


apparently penetrated to the brain. His 
condition is serious.

Dr. Wiley Tells House Committee

WASHINGON, May 20.—Beer has not 
been recognized as a medicine by the 
medical profession in’ woe or four 
decades, Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, pure 
food expert, told the House Judiciary 
committee today at hearings on the Vol- 
stead bill to prevent sale of beer to the 
sick, 

“There are no medical properties in 
beer, whatever mer be said of it as a 
beverage,’’ Dr. Wiley declared. ‘‘ The 
nearest thing to it is malt extract, 
which is so made as practically to ex- 
clude even a trace of alcohol. I never 
saw a presért tion which contained beer 
as a remedial agent. 
garded as a beverage. 

“The man who drinks too much beer 
ig apt to develop obesity, ong obesity is 
recogn as a disease. It is better to 
be | under normal weight, than o over.’

Liquors Valued at $12,000,000 
Confiscated Since April 4, 
Enright Announces. 


MANY LIVES SAVED, HE SAYS 


Much of. the Stuff Polsonous—Forty 
Cases of Scotch Belonging to 
Ogden Reid Seized. 


‘ 


Police Commissioner Enright said.yes- 
terday that the police had. so far made 
8,817 arrests for violations of the laws 
since April 4, and had confiscated liquor 
valued at $12,000, 

‘And they have saved a great many 
lives in doing it,” he said, ‘‘ because a 
large part of the liquor that has been 
tested has been found to be poisonous.’’ 

He asserted that three-quarters of the 
saloons which were doing business a 
month ago have closed up because, of the 
rigorous enforcement of the law’ by the 
police. Regarding Attorney General 
Newton’s opinion that the police have 
no right to stop and search automobiles, 
Commissioner Hnright said that the po- 
lice would be governed /py court deci- 
sions only, not by opinions of law offi- 
cers. He said they would continue to 
stop and search machines and to folow 
their present methods in all cases, until 
stopped by court decisions. 

Seventy-five per cent. of the arrests 
made by the police are. made illegally, 
according to a statemient made on the 
bench yesterday by Magistrate Joseph B. 
Corrigan. 

“ Three-quarters of ‘the liquor arrests 
made today are not in accordance with 
the law,’’ he said. ‘‘ Evidence’ obtained 
in violation of all law and decency 
should not, in my opinion, be admitted. 
If this keeps on, there will be only one 
part of the Constitution left and that 
will be the Hi teenth Amendment. The 
clauses insu life, liberty and _ the 
para of here ness are being sacrificed 
to it.

then diffused from them. The question 
suggested an answer — is eg 
hopelessly unscientific.

I have 
been very realy: at that which I may 
call the afiio- active soul, or spirit, or 
intellect—call it what you choose—must 
first gather to itself, from its surround- 
ings, the power that it afterwards radi- 
ates in beneficence to those near it.

OIL MAN ARRESTED . 
AS AQUITANIA DOCKS 


Frank Dwyer Held for Frauds 
Alleged in Sale of Stocks * 
Through the Mails. 


Frank Dwyer, 45 years old, of 30 West 
Fifty-fourth Street, indicted last Sep- 
tember with Katherine M. Stanton and 


Albert J. Froelich on a charge of using 
the mails to defraud investors in_ oil 
stocks. was arrested last night on Pier 
ht, Hudson River, just as he stepped 
from the steamship Aquitania, upon 
which he had arrived from England. It 
was suid by the detectives that Dwyer 
had been arrested in England and or- 
dered deported. 

The arrest was made by Detectives 
Daley, Roddy and Flood of the Vistrict 
Attorney’s. ‘office and Post Office In- 
spector H. B. Mayhew, who furnished 
the evidence upon which the indictment 
was obtained. According to Inspector 
Mayhew, Dwyer and his. associates 
worked through two companies, the 
Stanton Oil Company and the K. M. 
Stantcn Company, of 50 Broad Street, a 
brokerage concern through which the 
stock of the oil com»vany was mar- 
keted. Literature of the company was 
said to have stated that its wells were 
producing $297;000 worth of oil annual- 
ly, tha rer 3 per cent. monthly dividend 
was Seiiey paid and that the company 
was earning a surplus of $117,000 a year. 

It was. said by the Government au- 
thorities that the company owned some 
small ofl properties in Texas and West 
Virginia,, which had not produced at 
any time more than 200 barrels of oil 
a day. About 500,000 shares of the com- 
>any were said to have /been sold at 
from $1.50 to $2 a share. 

Dwyer was reported to have been ar- 
rested in Montreal in 1914 on a wire- 
tapping charge. Mrs. Dwyer, said to be 
the widow of the son of a wealthy 
Western mining man, and Froelich are 
out on bail pending trial.

$1.85 RATE FOR GAS 
‘IN QUEENS JUNE 20 


Consolidated Subsidiary _An- 
nounces Increase to $1.60 
Plus Service Charge. 


The New York and Queens County Gas 
Company, a subsidiary of the Consoli- 
dated Gas Company, announced yester- 
day that on June 20 it would increase 
the charge for gas from $1.25 to $1.60, 
plus a service charge of 75 cents a 
month, which makes the rat equiva- 
lent to a flat rate of $1.85. is in- 
crease is explained by Maynard H. 
Spear, Vice President and General Man- 
ager of the company, who said that gas 
oil, which cost 7 cents a gallon in No- 
vember, 1920, now costs 12% cents. 

A few days ago the Consolidated, the 
parent company, announced that be- 
cause the price of gas oil would be re- 
duced to 6: cents. fn August it would 
reduce. the price of gas, beginning Aug. 
1, from its present rate of $1.50 to $1.25. 
A similar promise, but more sascediy 
expressed, is made by Mr. Spear 
reference to his company. 

“On Aug..1," said Mr. Spear, ‘‘ we 
shall reduce the rate now fixed to the 
full extent permitted by the reduced cost 
of oil and other operating costs pre- 
vai ing at that time.’’ 

‘The company’s present raté was fixed 
last November, when it was incre 
from $1, which the courts found insuffi- 
@ient, but they declined to permit 
charge of $1. So the rate was fixed 
at $1.25 and a service charge of 75 cents 
a@ month was imposed, -which was equiv- 
alent to a charge of $1.50.

WASHINGTON, May 20.— —American 
railroads must “‘ get their costs down” 
and must ‘not be’ tied-up so tight,’’ if 
they are to be placed on a profitable 
basis, said A. H. Smith, President of 
the New York Central Railroad, testify- 
ing today before the Senate Interstate 
Commerce Committee investigating «the 
transportation situation. 

*t Labor costs, fuel costs, tax costs,'’ 
should be reduced, he said, while the 
Interstate Commerce Commission should 
give the ‘roads ‘‘ more répe.’"’ 

In reply to a question of Chairman 
Cummins directed at his statement con- 
cerning the supervision of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, Mr. Sinith said 
that regulation had tended to go too far. 
‘* We have to come down here and have 
long hearings before we can do any- 
thing except run the properties the way 
they are,’” he said. : 
‘Rates have got to be adjusted,’’ he 
continued, ‘‘ because we have listed all 
of these rates by percentages for the 
last. three. years or more, and any one 
knows that.if you take 75 per cent. of 
15 cents and 75 per cent. of 120. cents 
and jack them all up the same, you are 
going. to get the building pretty well out 
of. balance, and it is going to tip over 
after a while. Therefore, we have got 
to; go back and scientifically, or proper- 
ly at any event, readjust these rates. 

‘““T wonder if we haven't got to do 
what they are doing in othér countries, 
consider how much more expensive ter- 
minal_costs are as against the line haul. 

It costs much more to move stuff into 
New York City and to a certain extent 
up into New England. ‘These heavy 
terminal charges have to be considered.

PROTEST ANTHRACITE TAX. 


Constitutionality of Pennsylvania 
Law Questioned at Albany. 


ALBANY, N. Y., May 20.—An opin- 
fon as to the constitutionality of a law 
recently enacted by the Pennsylvania 
Legislature imposing an ad valorem tax 
of 1% per cent. upon anthracite mined 
in that State was requested today of 
Attorney General Charles D. Newton. 

The validity of the Pennsylvania act 
was questioned by Corporation Counsel 
William S. Rann of Buffalo and Fred- 
erick E. Norton of the Syracuse Cham- 
ber of Commerce, who contend that the 
effect of such legislation will be to in- 
crease the price of coal to consumers 
ye New York State and that the coal 

mpanies will pass the tax ‘‘ right on 
ny "t ¢ consumer.” 

It is also contended that Pennsylvania 
is without the right to levy a tax on 
coal exports and that in so doing has 
run counter to provisions of the Fed- 
eral Constitution apr Congress with 
exclusive authority to lay imports du- 
ties and excises and to regulate com- 
merce among the several States. 


WANT PAPER MONEY FLOOD. 


Bill for 150,000,000,000 Francs Issue 
Offered In Chamber. 


PARIS, May 20.—A bill authorizing the 
Government to issue 150,000,000,000 
francs in paper money was introduced 
in the Chamber of Deputies today by 
four Moderate Socialists. 

The object of the measure is to enable 
the Government to resume payments 
for reconstruction in the devastated re- 
gions, suspended because of the lack of 


funds, and also to enable it to retire 
national defense and other bonds, with 
a view to relieving the heavy interest 
charges, stimulating business and cre- 
ating a better market for future bond 
issues, 

This method of providing funds by in- 
flation has long been vigororusly dis- 
cussed by the public, its proponents con- 
tending that it is the only way out and 
its opponents. arguing that it would 
wreck France’s efforts to rehabilitate 
her financial position. 3 


SPAIN TO GIVE RECIPROCITY.

MADRID, May 20—Products of na- 
tions making reciprocal trade agree- 
ments with Spain receive preferential 
treatment in the new tariff regulations 
made public here.

Would. Prevent Flooding of Country 
With Foreign Securities That Do 
Not Benefit the Nation. 


Special to. The New’ York Times, 

WASHINGTON, May 20—Following 
the Cabinet: meeting today it was an- 
nounced that the Administration would 
use its moral influence with. banking 
interests to see that proceeds of loans 
extended ‘to foreign Governments or in- 
dividuals were employed to stimulate 
American. exports and industries or for 
the refunding .of outstanding liabilities. 

It was explained that this policy had 
nothing to do with the loans which 
were made by this Government to the 
allied Governments. during the war. 
The following official statement con- 
cerning the decision was made: 

“The Cabinet. discussed the problem 
of favoring exports and the desirability 
of the application of the proceeds of 
foreign loans made in our financial 
markets ‘for the purpose of exporting 
our commodities and the refunding of 
outstanding Habilities.’’ 

In other. words; it is the hope of the 
Administration that banking interests 
which float foreign loans, such as the 
French loan of $100,000,000 which it is 
reported. will be offered to investors 
early next week, will see to it that as 
much of this money.as possible is re- 
tained in this country, either by pur- 
chase of American commodities for ex- 
port, or the redemption of other Joans 
of early” maturity. 

Loans have been sought in this coun- 
try by many European and South Amer- 
ican nations and the Administration is 
anxious that this money shall not be 
takén from this country by the borrow- 
ing nations, and perhaps devot to the 
development of induStries of other na- 
tions, to the loss of Anvrerican industry. 

It 1s said that there aie at prescnt at 
least $50,600, Qv0 of foreign Habuilities 
outstanding jn the United states, prac- 
tically all. of the loans having been 
iluuted since the armistice. Indications 
a.é that further flotations involving 
many millions of dollars are to be 
Suught by foreign natiois. 

ust where much of the money which 
has been obtained by the flotation of 
these bond issues has gone is a bit of 
@ mystery, but it is the determination 
of the Administration that, as far as 
possible, the banking resources of the 
United "heaton shall be conserved for our 
own interests. 

While the Government had control over 
the flotation of bond issues by foreign 
Governments or individuals in American 
markets during the period the United 
States was a participant in the war, 
that control has now ended. The war 
power was exertéd in order to prevent 
the sale vf foreign bonds which would 
bring high interest rates and perhaps 
interfere with the marketing of Lib- 
erty bonds and Victory notes and other 
United States Government obligations. 

Now, however, that power does not 
exisi, and it was pointed out today that 
the. Governmeni. will be. ahle to control 
the situation only by moral] influence. 
Announcement of the desire of tne Ad- 
nun.st ation an this conicction, however, 
will serve as notice upon American 
benkers and forcign borrowers that the 
Government wishes the greatest care ex- 
ercised in connection with the flotations. 

‘Phe possibility of German reparation 
bonds being oif-red for sale in this 
country adds to the importancé of the 
announcement made- today. There was 
no intimation that the possibility had 
anything to do with the decision, but 
some feit that the attitu:iie of tic Gov- 
ernment would bz cf immense import- 
ance if German reparation bonds were 
offered for sale in American markets by 
¥rance, Belgium or other allied na- 
tions. 
| It is possible that the Government 
might exert some influence upon banks 
to follow out its wishes through the 
Federal Reserve system, but there is 
no intention at present of bringing 
pressure to bear in this manner. It is 
the belief that private banking interests 
will be prepared to co-operate when 
they know the position which the Gov- 
ernment has taken. » 
| The flotation of foreign issues in the 
| ¢ “American market at high interest rates 
‘has, of course, had an effect of keeping 
up interest rates which home, industries 
must pay to make bond issues success- 
ful. Most of the foreign bonds have 
carried from 7% to 9 per cent. interest. 
The averse rate probably would be 
from 8 to 8% per cent. Some of the 
foreign issues alsd carry attractive pre- 
miums. 

Many foreign nations have been forced 
to come to this country to market bonds, 
because of the lack of markets in other 
countries. Where the money has been 
badly needed high interest has readily 
been offered. It is the intention of the 
Administration, therefore, to do what it 
can to prevent a wholesale flooding of 
the country with these foreign issues, 
especially if American exports and Amer- 
ican industries do not profit thereby, or 
if the new issues are not in part, at 
least, for the pot noe of paying off or 
refunding former issues as they mature.

HE WILL GOIN AUGUST 
Expectation Said to Be That He 


Will Be Able to Return to 
Hungary as King.

LUCERNE, May 20 —* Ex-Emperor 
Charles has formally\notified the Swiss 
Government that he intends to leave 
Swiss territory next August, but he does 
not state where he intends to go. 

He asks to be allowéd to remain in 
Switzerland until August, and: the 
Swiss Government has granted this re- 
quest on condition that Charles and all 
persons in his suite and otherwise as- 
sociated with him abstain: from political 
agitation in the interval. 

A personage in close touch with the 
ex-ruler states that Charles will prob- 
ably return to Hungary as King instead 
of, as is hinted, going: to Spain. In the 
official visitors’ list of Lucerne he still 
describes himself as His Majesty Em- 
peror of Austria, while the Swiss Gov- 


ernment in its communications refers 
to him as King Charles of Hungary.

DETROIT, May 20.—Abolition of the 


yearly bonus which has been in yogue | 


at the Ford Motor Company’s plants 
for several years was announced today. 
Those in the company's employ.on May 
1 will receive an increase in’ wages, pay- 
able on the regular .semi-monthly pay- 
days, which will during the course. of 
the year give them an amount equiva- 
lent to the old bonus. 

Speaking of the change, 
announcement says: | 

‘“‘On Jan. 1 this year the Ford ‘bonus 
plan, in effect for the last two years, 
was supplanted by an increase in, the 
rate of pay of each employe on thé 
payroll on May 1. Employes will now 
receive their earnings in full on -each 
payday. As these new rates have been 
effective since the first of the year, back 
pay will have accrued to most of. the 
men now at work, and it is hoped that 
this back pay -will have been all .paid 
by June 1. 

“When figuring the new rates, the 
object in mind was to determine the 
increase that, if spread .over a year, 
would be approximately the same as the 


1920 bonus. Men émployed after May 
1 will be paid the standard rates, of 
which 75 cents an hour is the minimum. 
“The Ford investment plan will re- 
main in force as heretofore. Every 
employe is»-still privileged to pay up 
to one-third of each pay, as well as 
one-third of the money Neoaived as back 
pay under the new rates, toward the 
purchase of certificates.”’
